The moderate view on these issues has 
been the Hepublican party |K)silion for many 
vcars.

San Francisco—When Sen, Barry Goldwa­ 
ter declared his candidacy for the presidency, 
he promised the voters of the United States 
a choice. When he accepted the Republican 
party’s nomination for the office, he spelled 
out that choice in terms so clear that it must 
have shocked many of his listeners.

in hi.s address to a wildly cheering Re­ 
publican audience, Goldwater plainly avoided 
any association with the drive for c i vi l 
rights, praised “ extremism,” promised a vig­ 
orous cold war against world communism and 
repeatedly lashed out at the centralization of 
government at the federal level. 
He placed himself in the most direct 
opposition to President Johnson and t h e 
Democratic 
administra- 
(¡o lfltv d le r 
which has dedicated

equal rights, con- 
I itnes i f ve r 
demned extremi.st politi­ 
cal views, sought accom­ 
modation with Communist governments a n d 
urged added federal pov^ers to solve the prob­ 
lems of the people.*

Goldwaler’s firm stand against a strong 
federal government and his belligerent chal­ 
lenge of communism were expected. But his 
rejection of the chance to appeal to supporters 
of civil rights and his off-hand dismissal of 
the dangers of extremism were surprising, to 
say the least. 
• 
• 
• 
All during the convention there has been 
speculation that Goldwater would hope to cap­ 
italize 
on the 
so-called “ white backlash” 
against the Negro drive for equality. Some 
of his more moderate supporters were sure 
he would dispel this impression by calling 
attention to his personal record on behalf of 
civil rights which, except for his recent vote 
against the bill, is exceptionally good. 
Instead 
he 
avoided 
the 
words 
“ civil 
rights” completely and made references that 
must have been heartening to those who op­ 
pose federal efforts to assure these rights for 
minorities. He clearly 
expressed his disap­ 
proval of civil rights demonstrations such a.s 
those which have been aimed at himself and 
the Republican convention here all week. 
He spoke of freedom, “ balanced so that 
liberty, lacking order, will not become the 
license of the mob and the jungle.”

Me spuke of “ the growing menace to per­ 
sonal safety, to life, limb and properlv, in 
homes, churches, playgrounds, and places of 
business." But he explained that he w a s 
speaking of this “ particularly in our great 
cities.” He made no reference to any sim­ 
ilar menace in some southern states.

lie even seemed to suggest that the white 
nations of the world — the Americas, Europe 
and parts of the Pacific — should some way 
align themselves against the rest of the world. 
“ What a destiny can be ours,” he de­ 
clared, “ to stand as a great central pillar 
linking Euro(>e, the .Americas, and the vener­ 
able and vital peoples and cultures of t h e 
Pacific.”

Goldwater also might have used his ac­ 
ceptance speech to disclaim anv association 
with “ extremism” of any kind' Instead he 
rubbed “ moderates’ ” noses in the term. He 
exclaimed: 
“ And let our Republicanism, so focused 
and so dedicated, not be made fnzzv and fu­ 
tile by unthinking labels. Extremism in the 
defense of ilbertv is no vice. Moderation in 
the pursuit of Justice is no virtue." 


Tliis declaration brought one ot the most 
enthusiastic res|>onscs from the Republican 
delegates. Interestingly, the sentences on ex­ 
tremism and moderation were the only ones 
underlined in the written -opies of the sen­ 
ator’s speech 
The speech was not just a Goldwater dec­ 
laration. It was a Republican declaration. For 
Goldwater has now taken over the Republican 
party all the way from tl>e precincts to the 
national chairmanship in the person of his 
close associate. Dean Burch. The vice presi­ 
dential candidate. Hep. William Miller ot .New 
York, appears to mirror the Goldwater phil­ 
osophy exactly.
